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THE ROCKY MOUNTAINS 


Varied and inconceivable are the 
ideas of manyin the FAR EAST of the 
vast range of hilla known asthe Rocky 
Mountains Some would suppose them 
to be a mass of sterile rocks cut agun- 
der from alt vegetable creation, fitted 
only asa place of resort or conceal- 
ment for the wild beast of the field, 
while others imagine a hnge, stupen 
dous, gigantic, magnificent range of 
mountains many of whose snow cap- 
ped summits are lost to view in the 
lowering clouds of a summer’s morning 
If a dozen different minds should soll- 
oquize on the appearance of this vast 
extent of space, every one might catch 
a slight glimpse of the picturesque 
grandeur and of the varied scenery, but 
no one mind would attempt to grasp 
but a moiety of the transcendent beau- 
ty of 1ts scenery in the rugged steep, 
the lovely vale, the rippling brook, the 
scattered blossom, the rich colored 


ROCKY MOUNTAIN 
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flowers, the lofty pines, the handsome 
firs and the quivering aspen No ade- 
quate idea canbe portrayed—it must 
be seen to be appreciated 

Although incompetent for the task 
we will endeavor to throw out a few 
dottings by the way side in our tour 
through the mountains, while prospect- 
ing for gold, which may serve to give 
a little relief to the all absorbing pic- 
ture presented to our view 

Leaving the Platte river at Auraria 
we imagine ourself within an hour’s 
ride of the foot of the Mountains, the 
air in thig region being so rarified vis- 
ion 18 assisted so that we are deceived 
in space, we however reach the table 
mountains ın about 12 miles, this 1s a 
range of hills of some extent, flat on 
the top We enter at the opening of a 
beautiful clear stream, with a strong 
current, some 50 feet wide, and ride 
along its banks with the mountain 
sides peering above us some 500 feet 
for three or four miles, when we come 
into a beautiful valley a mile in width, 
sloping from North and South to the 
bed of the creek. Passing through the 
valley we enter a narrow pasa with 
rocks almost perpendicular to the 
height of 1000 feet with a small moun- 
tain stream at our feet, running water 
as clear ag crystal Here we behold, 
in profusion, flowera of every hue 
strewn along on the banks of the rivu- 
let and here and there standing out in 
bold relief on the mountain crags, look- 
ing like flowers springing from the bo- 
som of the rock. Then again the 
alopes would be a carpet of green that 
made the contrast conspicuous to the 
sight We traveled o'er mountain 
sides and down in vales, through 
groves of spruce, fir and pings of every 
gize, and their evergreen boughs form 
a most delightful shade for the weary 
traveler from the sun by day and the 
dew by night Here let us for a mo- 
ment picture a beautiful Park, perhaps 
of one thousand acres of land covered 
with a lawn grass with here and there 
a atately pine overshadowing the ver- 
dure as though some human skill had 
years ago planted them for effect, the 
scene to the eaet and north perhaps a 
gradual rise, wi'ha thick deep grove of 
pine and spruce spreading out to the 
summit of the mountain, while to the 
south and the west is an inclined plane 
dotted with trees down to the mountain 
brook, whose rippling stream, as 1t falls 
over the jutting rocks, gives melody to 
the sound, and then an opening through 
the chain of mountain ranges, disclos- 
es to view the immense plaing we have 
left behind over which the eyecan tar- 
ry with delight until brought back to 
the attractive scenery around where we 
stand 

This is one sketch of the mountain 
through which the road now passes to 
the heart of the mining region, the 
point at which we now write—Moun- 
tain City The immense travel to the 


beanties of nature in the vicinity of the 
road, which now looks like an old turn- 
pike 

Being now perhaps twenty miles in 
the intertor of the mountains we wil! 
note our travel in a southwest direction 
over the snowy peaks 

After leaving the busy scene, where 
the mountains are being upturned in 
search of the precious metal, we fol- 
lowed the meanderings of a stream for 
some miles, with mountains on either 
side, and occasionally beautiful valley 
openings, with as fine groves of pine 
timber as the cye coud wish to see, 
towering up from one hundred to one 
hundred and fifty feet in height We 
would here remark that ere long saw 
mills will reach these groves, for they 
can soon be made accessible to teams, 
and what is now in nature’s beauty, will 
be made available to the comforts 
of man, whose habitations will be 
stretched over those delightful spots 
that seem to have been laid out with a 
masterly hand—none other than the 
maker of the univerao. 

Passing over the mountain near the 
head of this stream, we behold a beau- 
tiful lake, placed, as it were, at the 
foot of a valley, and yet some five 
hundred feet above the stream we first 
passed We suppose this great cx- 
panse of water covers one hundred 
acres, fringed on three sides with 
groves of spruce and pine, growing as 
though they had been planted by tho 
art of man Fastward wag a grassy 
lawn, which covered perhaps a mile in 
distance, and reached an clevation that 
presented a view of the surroufding 
hills and vales as far as the eye could 
see This reminded us of the sites we 
read about of the old baronial halls, 
with parka, and lakes, and groves, and 
the deer and antelope preserved within 
the domain But here it ta placed 
ready for the reception of man, with 
game of every kind skipping without 
restraint, until the steady aim of our 
hunters brings them down to serve our 


purpose at the camp fire Deer, elk, 
mountain-sheep, buffalo, and bear were 
brought to a stand before the rifle of 
our hunters, who formed the party. 
Having enjoyed ourselves in thig vicin- 
ity near a day we proceeded southwest 
to the summit of a high mountain, 
whose rugged and rocky cliffs proved 
almost a barrier to our progress 

West of us was the snowy range, 
whose white-capped pinnacles bore a 
striking contrast in the noon-day sun 
to the evergreen foliage that skirted it 
on every side. Below us wag an ex- 
tensive valley, headed by another lake 
of wider dimensions, and alive with 
that most delicious of the finny tribo— 
troat We commenced descending the 
mountain side, which was almost per- 
pendicular, and after four hours of 
fatigue and anxiety, in moving down 
from one ledge of rock to another, we 
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reached the base, and soon forgot the 


past in hauling out fish by scores 
Using a blanket for a seine we caught 
over a hundred and fifty trout, from ten 
to “fourteen inches in ‘Sength, which 
supphed us most bountifully for severa I 
meals Our course from here was 
westward, Far to the south we were 
hemmed in by perpendicular rocks, 
which seemed to extend in benches, 
with a small lake of perhays three or 
four acres, on a bench, and the water 
falling over the rocks down into the 
valley below, gave a rehef to the 
scenery 

Mounting the next hill brought us on 
the snow-capped mountains, and to us, 
whose brow displayed the sweat by 
climbing the ridge, the scene was 
rather peculiar—beaide us was a bank 
of snow, perhaps six feet deep, the 
sun’s rays streaming npon tt, having 
but little effeet, and the breeze particu- 
larly cool and refreshing reminded us 
that coats were a useful append- 
age here 


The view here, for a 
moment, brought to mind the descrip- 
tions of travelers who have compared 
these mountains to tho Alps in Swit- 
zerland, where they speak of the glit- 
tering peaks which rise in icy majesty 
amidst the eternal glaciers nine or ten 


thousand feet into the region of aa 


snow, with flowers even peeping throu 
the white mantle where the sun could 
penetrate to the soil, and still in the 
valley below the evergreens and flow- 
ers looking as gay ag a garden 

Crossing the barren ridge into the 
valley below, we turned our steps 
homeward, finding similar scenery to 
that already spoken of, where generally 
the mountains rise abruptly frem com- 
paratively unbroken plains and level 
representing the picturesque beauty of 
valleys. But we must entirely fail in 
the delightful places where a green 
valley, full of foliage, and a hindred 
yards wide, contrasta with naked 
crags that aprre up into a blue line of 
pinnacles, thousands of feet above, 
sometimes created with cedar and pine 
and sometimes rugged and bare 

In closing we would remark that the 
richest feature of the Rocky Moun- 
tains is ity leads of gold, which we 
discovered to continue the whole length 
f our journey, and, therefore, we pre- 
dict that the beautiful spots we have 
endeavored to describe will goon be- 
come the habitations of man No one 
would suffer loss by paying a visit to 
the Rocky Mountains, for as Horace 
Greeley says “the glorions Rocky 
Mountains are themselves worth a 
visit. They are not a ranae, but a 


chaos of mountaina three hundred 
miles broad, with their forks, their 
snowy peaks, their grassy hill sides, 
their ravines and their glorious foresta 
o Na ees on miles of 
ragrant, softly-whispering pines, you 
never imagined. The air i gloriously 
pure, the hill sides dotted with springs, 
and the ravines musical with running 
streams that never dry up.”

Venona, June 25th. 


The day before yesterday our right 
wing occupied Fagzolenees Salafidino 
and Carriana, and the left wing pressed 
forward as far as Guidizzalo and Cas- 
sioffledo, but were driven back by the 
efiemy. A collision took place between 
the two entire armies af 10 A.M, yes- 
terday. Our left, under Gen. Wimpen, 
advanced as far asthe Chiese. In tho 
afternoon there was a concentrated as- 
sault on the Hersially defended town 
of Saiferino. Our right repulsed the 
Piedmontese, but on the other hand the 
order of our sentry could not be restored, 
and our losses are extraordinarily 
heavy, ‘The development of powerful 
masses of the enemy against our left 
wing, and the advdnce of his main 
body against Volta caused our retreat, 
which began lato in the evening. 

Tho Paris correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times says in regard to the battle 
of Salferino: Gen. Neil, with 35,000 
men and two divisions of cavalry, in 
all about 60,000, was engaged till 4 
o’clock P. M., when he succeeded in 
forcing the Austrian, centre, after 12 
hours fighting, 

Tho Austrians liad brought upre- 
serves of eight thousand mon, and the 
allies their reserve 0£50,000, Itwasa 
most critical movement, and in three 
hours more the general fighting ended 
to the advantage of the Allies.

The Battle of Malegnano. 

This contest wag one of the most im- 
portant that have taken place. It 
ranks with Palestro and Magenta, A 
description of the battle is thus given 
by a correspondent of*the London 
Times: 


“The French columns advanced. 
They halted on the read to cook their 
coffee, which is to the French soldier 
what grog isto the English, After a 
short reat on they went again, unfill 6 
r. M., When they arrived in sight of the 
tewn, Thoday had been close, the 
road dusty, and the march long, yet as 
soon as they arrived at the’ oo ofat- 
fack the order of battle was formed, 

Before attacking, a fow cannon shot 
were fired from the bridge before the 
town, whichthe Austrians had again 
left standing, These latter did not re- 
ply; on this the order to advance was 
given, and tho Zouaves, full of desire 
to emulate their comrads who had dis- 
tinguished themselves at Palestro and 
Magenta, rushed on with, even for 
them, unusual oclat. ~ No resistance 
was met until they camo to a cemetry 
to the left of the road, just before the 
entrance of the town. It is surround- 
ed by a wall from fifteen to eighteen 
feet high, and covered outside with 
tombstones of black marble embedded 
ir*+ Tha only entrante to at is a 
large massive iron gate. This ceme- 
tery the enemy occupied in strength, 
Benches, from a little chapel which is 
enclosed by tho wall, and ladders were 
placed against tne enclosure to gerve 
as a barricado to the defenders, In 
spite of these preparations the tésis- 
tance was not great, for already had 
tho Chassours, to tho left, turned the 
position, When they arrived at the 
river, which, as I said before, crosses 
the main road and runs tothe otherside 
of town, they found tho bridge leading 
over it broken. Nothing daunted by 
this, they jumpéd into the stream and 
made their way through it in spite of 
its depth. ‘amediately behind the 
eemetry ia a largo farm houses which 
forms the frat house of thé town on 
this side. The walls had béen loop- 
héled, and the windows were occupied 

by riflemen. This was attacked fra 
ond carried. 

What follows after it, was a atreet, 
fight, the ist Zouaves, supported by 
the 8d of the Line onthe other, Ever 
house was strongly occupied and.obsti- 


nately dofended,. Concealed behind 


the windows, the enemy : aufficiently’|, 


protected directed a murderous fire on 
he attacking columns, They  neyer 
showed themselyes for an instant in 
the open, but; loading behind the walla, 
ran out and fired. In spite of this dig- 
advantage, which occasioned a good 
deal of loss, one house after another 
was cleared of the Austrians. Just on 
the-outshirts of the town 19 a' large 
building, once a chateau, ang lately 
used by the Austrians as a house of 
correction; it stands in the midst of’ a 
square, and js surrounded by a large 
dry ditch. To this square a large 
mass of Austrians was pressed back. 
There is a double gateway, the outer a 
square towér, having evidently onca 
heen connected by a draw-bridge with 
the inner one; now a causeway leads 
over it, and through this the Austrians 
had to make their way. Tbey were 


‚| Gaught by the Zouaves, and a number 


of them bayoneted. Those who could 
get through in time ran to the garden 
which leads off the courtyard into the 
fields. A massive iron pate separates 
the two, andthe Austrians found means 
to shut this, The building on all other 
sides is surrounded by‘ a ditch, flanked 
with masonry, about 15 or 20 feet high 
so that there wag no issue on that side. 
Besides, the Austrians, had thrown u 
some earthworks in the fields facing it, 
but this interruption lasted only just 
long enough to allow another bady to 
o around, and once in the open field, 
it was child’s play. 

In two hours tho- Austrians were 
driven out of the town with a loss of 
1,000 prisoners, and at least 4,000 dead 
and wounded. By the time this was 
done, the Division of Forey had come 
up ona by-road on the flank of the 
Austrian lme of retreat, and opened 
out with two batteries upon the clos¢ 
columns which had to defile before 
them. I need not say that it rendered 
the retreat of the Austrians more pre- 
cipltate. 


After the Battle. 


War, after all, is a sad business. 
The nation whose army 1s victorious, 
may shout, illuminate, and celebrate 
the great event, but there is an meal- 
culable amount of woe, suffering and 
sadness inseparably connected with a 

eat battle, such as has recently been 
ought on fhe plains of Italy, near 
Milan, A visit to the battle-field after 
the conflict, would reveal a sickening 
sight—the bodies of the slain, the 
mangled and mutilated corpses of offi. 
cers and mien of both armies strewed 
promigcuously over the ground. Here 
and there, perhaps, small detachments 
of surviving soldiers may be seen, gath- 
ering the lifeless forms of those com- 
rades go recently and so suddenly 
stricken down, and conveying them in 
haste to the trench—-the soldiers 
gravel Who can conceive the amount 
of suffering endured by the slain in 
their dying agorieg some of them

quite déad, but left to sufer a few 
hours of unutterablo anguish before 
death comes to their rellet.

Ugly wounds thero are, too, upon the 
bodies of many poor victims, and the 
life-blood is eddying forth in frightful 
volume, Their shricks and groans are 
truly heart-rending. Yet such are the 
contomitants of war. 

Theny-again, there are the friends at 
home. How many families want the 
fearful tidings that shall bo revealed 
ts them when tho officers publish tho 
list of “killed and»wounded.?? How 
many anxious hearts are throbbing to 
know whether a father, a husband, or 
a brother is amongst the slain. Many 
a poor mother waits in an agony of 
suspense to know whether her darhng 
son is among them, At length the 
fatal newa comes with its crushing 
wei ht—oltanging hopa to daspair— 
blighting all tho fond anticipations of 
a safo return of the absent one—and 
casting a gloom upon the sorrowing 
family, that timo may partly dispel, 
but which it can never wholly efface. 
Thè poor soldioy has died far away 
from liome—no kindly voice to com- 
fort him—no mother’s teara to fall 
upon kis grave, And yot the soldier 
fizhts for “plory ’—tou often, we fear, 
without reflecting that

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NEW DISCOVERIES, . 
GENERAL STAMPEDE. 
Great excitement has prevailed dur- 
ing the past week in regard to the new 
discoveries onthe head waters of the 
South Platte and its tributaries, tha 
tributarzes of the Colorado, and the 
region of country between the Cache- 
la-poudre and the Cheyenne Puss, 
Here we are between the two, and it 
is a fact that the excitement runs so 
high, that men who were realizing 
their ounce of gold per day, shave left 
on a proypecting tour—some north, 
some south—thé rush for the rich eat 
diggings seems to be almost universal 
We have not been able to determine, 
as yet, how extensive the discoveries 
are, neither can we day bhat the pre- 
vailing reports are reliable, but we 
will give some of the statements of men 
who come from the districta named 
whicli has caused sò many to wend 
thelr way thitherward. 
From the north—that is the ‘Cache - 
Ja-poudre and Cheyenne Pass+-we 
hear of one man bringing $5,000 in 
gold dust which ho profossed to have 
taken out in six daya. The dust was 
direct evidence of gold being found 
there, but we question the time in 
which it was dug, unless it happened 
tobe avery rich deposit, or as the 
miners say a “pocket,” in which case 
it is no criterion for future éperdtions, 
and we do not think it wise for mon to 
be led away by such reports.

The reports from the head waters of 
the Platte and tributaries of the Colo- 
rado are very exciting, so much so that

One individual coming from fe tribt? 
taries of the Colorado stated that+ he 
would warrant 100 men to take oul a 
pound of gold & day, another from the 
head waters of the Platte, where the 
snow andico are still a formidable 
barrier to mining operations, says ho 
took out $93 in two days with a pan. 

These statements have caused hun- 
dreds, yea thousands, and many of 
the unbelievers of the reports, to pack 
their mules with two or three weeks 
provisions and start for the’ supposed 
fountain head ofall the rich gold de- 
posits of the Cherry Cretk and Platte 
valleys. 

Even heres where every day almost, 
new developments ar} hetog brought 
to light, minera have caught the fever, 
ahd an unacccuntablée number have de- 
parted sou tHe-scme léavihg their 
claims wmprotected anù Hable to be 
jumped, while others'have acted more 
wisely and taken the pregaution of 
Jeaving one or more of thelt company’ 
at work, while they are gone to prove 
the vague reports, Some Have sold 
their claims withtn tiè past few days 
for a twontteth part of the amdunt ask- 
ed two woeks agu. We doubt hot but 
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there 1s gold there, “but we fear all 
will not find it ax éasily as they antic- 
‘pate, and : wall return disappointed, 
awhile the fewmay: do exceedingly well ’

Farther Point, July 23. - 

The steamship North Breton, from 
Liverpool ọn the 13thfinst., bound for

The steamship Anglo Saxon arrived 

out on the 11th. 
P The advices by the North Breton are 
2 ` four days later than those by the Afri- 
i] ca and are of a bighly important 
character, both iu political aud finan- 
cial point of view. 

A treaty of peace between Austria 
and France and Sardinia, had already 
been concluded, The provisions of 
this treaty are briefly as follaws: 

An Itahan Confederation 18 to be 
formed under the honorary Presidency 
of the Pope of Rome; Austria concedes 
Lombardy to Frances Napoleon in turn 
grants these possessions to Sardinia; 
Austria retoins her right of rule oyer 
Venice. 

The Parts Moniteur explains the 


It says that the great neutral powers 
exchanged communications with the 
belligerents, offering their mediation 
but their efforts were unsuccessful un- 
til the French fleet was about to com- 
mence hostilities against Venice, and 
a conflict before Verona was imminent. 
when Napoleon anxious to prevent fur- 
ther bloodshed, ascertained the dispo- 
sition of the Emperor of Austria, and 
finding him willing, an Armistice was 
concluded, 

The two Emperors had an interview 
on the ith. inst, at Villa Fraea. 

A dispatch from Turin says Napo- 
leon has issued a bulletin from Valle- 
gia, announcing the Armistice; con- 
gratulating the troops on thoir glorious 
achievements, and announcing his im- 
mediate departure for Paris, leaving 
the provisional command cf the army 
to Marshal Vaillant. . 

The Lordon Times claims that Eng- 
land brought about the Armistice, 
while our authorities give the credit to 
Prussia. 

A. Verbna telegraphic dispatch says 
the Armistice was toneluded only after 
repeated requests from thé French, and 
after Austria had obtained all she had 
asked for. 

It was reported that Kossuth was to 
propose a monarchial government for 
Hungary. 

The following is a copy of the tele- 
graphic dispatch from Napoleon to the 
Empress announcing that peace had 
been concluded: 

Vallogio, July 11. 
‘ A treaty of peace has been signed 
by the Emperor of Austria and myself 
on the following basis; The Italian 
Confedtration 1s to be diidet the hono- 
yaty Presidence of the Pope.

NAPOLEON. 

The London News says the frat 
hopes and expectations of Italy are 
decenved, 

The announcement of peace between 
the belligerent powers was read in the 
Houses of Lords and Commons on the 
12th; and was received with loud and 
prolonged cheers. 

Sackville July 27. 

The horse Express from Halifax, 
has arrived with the dispatches fur- 
nished by arrival of the Europa. Her 
datea are to Saturday the 16th inat,, 
threo days later than received by the 
North Breton at Quebec, 

The steamer Saxonia arrived out on 
the 15th. inst, the Ocean Queen on 
the 14th and the Persia on the Ifth 
inst. 

The peate news is fully confirmed, 
but no further particulars have trans- 
pired beyond the fact that the Princes 
s ena-andTuseanyreburmtoihei 
States. 

The rosult of the treaty is generally 
mistrusted in England. 

Napoleon is on his way home. 

The following are the principalitems 
of news; 

The Emperor Napoleon was expect- 
ed to reach Paris on iho 18th inst., 
when farther details of the Treaty will 
probably be announced. In his ad- 
dress tothe army ho says that tho 
peace was concluded because the con- 
test was about to assume proportions 
no Jonger in keeping with the interests 
France had in the war. 

The Emperor of Austria had left the 
army and was on hia way to Vienna. 
He had issued tin order of the day in 
which hé says, alluding to the Treaty 
of Peace, that he yielded to the unta- 
vorable political station in which he 
was, placed because his natural allies 
did not, aa was expected comò to his 
assistance. 

Count Cavour and the Sardiman 
Cabinet had resigned, and it is report- 
ed that the reasons for this step were 
on account of the terms of the peace 
being unsatisfactory, 

Count Aroz had been charged with 
the formation of anew Cabinet. 

Letters from Paris notice much dir- 
content there concerning the terms 
of peace, although peace itself gave 
great satisfaction. 

Na polcon on his arrival in France 
would proceed direct to St. Cloud de- 
terring his official entree into Paris till 
ho makes it at the head of the army. 

The Emperor and King of Sardinia 
entered Turin on the 15th amid:the en- 
thussagtic cheers of the people. 

The Austrian corrospondence offi- 
tially announces the conditions of the 
treaty of peace thus, Austria and 
France will support the formation of 
an Italian Confederajion; Lombardy, 
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as far as the hne of the Mincio, is to 
be given up; Mantua, Poscheira, and 
the whole of Venetia remain an Aust- 
rian possession. 

The Princes of ‘Tuscany and Modena 
return to ther States. A universal 
amnesty ig granted. 

The Vienia correspondent of the 
London Times says that three applica- 
tions were made by Napoleon totus- 
tra before she would assent. Over- 
tures were made direct by Napoleon, 
for the purpose of preventing mediation 
by the neutrals. i 

The same correspondent says that 
the Pope was burned in effigy at Milan‘ 
and unfriendly feelings existed betwen 
Napoleon and Victor Emanuel. The 
latter had issued a proclamation to the 
people ofthe Lembardy, announcing 
their annexation to Bardinia according 
to thoir awn desire many {!mes expres- 
sed,andhis determination to ameliorate 
their political condition. Victor Eman- 
uel entered Milan on the 13th, amid 
enthusiastic plaudits of the citizens, 

Ilja rumored that the Emperor and 
Teoyress oF the-French yronid visit 
Vienan. It is reported that the French 
army had commenced its countermarch. 

It was rumored that Garibaldi bad 
issued a proclamation, and it was con- 
sidered donbtful whether he would lay 
down his arms, up to the 11th. 

‘Tho formation of the Iungarian le- 
gion had proceeded prosperoualy, 5000 
having j oined. 

Aletter from Rome dated the 8th, 
says that the Pope had sent an auto- 
graph letter to Napoleon, announcing 
his determination to demand interven- 
tion from the Catholic powers. 

Itwas reported on Friday that great 
agitation prevails in Milan; that troub- 
jes have arisen at Vemitia ; that Flor- 
ence was disturbed, and that the Par- 
isian populace was indignant at the 
Emperor for the failure to fulfill his 
promises, The statement of the Bank 
of France for July shows a decrease of 
cash of over cleven million of francs. 

Switvorland has ordered the disband- 
ment of her troops called out during the 
war, Prussia has ordered her troops 
on the March to halt. 

The Slecle, the organ of the French 
Liberals, is dissatisfied, and says that 
France will have to beg everything an 
afew years if the minutest Austrian 
influence is suffered an abode im Italy.

One hundred and fifty houses în the 
town of Concond, Capital of the Prov- 
ince of Chiloe, had been destroyed by 
fire.
